puncture and Moxibustion Soci- 
ety，hbis strongviews against M.D.s 
who are ignorant of the tech- 
niques, and his opinion that M.D.s 
may be legally empowered to 
Supervise acupuncturists，may be 
the reasons why he was singled 
out for arrest. 

Dr. Amber also snorts at the 
statement of New York State au- 
thorities that because acupuncture 
is not understood, it should not be 
practiced. “How much do physi- 
cians know about why aspirin 
WwWorks? Yet it is widely used” he 
Sn"*id.。 

So，researchers are now trying 
to determine the value of a mode 
of treatment that has been used 
Successfully for centuries, and 
Which has been widely accepted， 
enough so in Western countries 
like France it is included in the 
Social security System. 

Perhaps this imbroglio can be 
interpreted as a clash between two 
cultures，as they try to accommo- 
date to each other.

When it opened Up for business 
last year on Pacific Street，Asia 
Garden Restaurant，with its ex- 
pansive interior and multi-trayed 
“deem Sum”luncheon，was an 
immediate Chinatown Success. 
With its almost exclusively 、 
Chinese clientele and the restau- 
rant's excellent acoustics combin- 
ing to _ create an ever-present de- 
fening din during the noon hour, it 
Seemed nothing could go wrong. 

Then, on December 4, 21 night 
shift workers，backing Night 
Manager Calvin Ng and Protest- 
ing WOrKk conditions，either were 
“locked-out,”as they maintain,， or ， 
they gave major stockholder and 
AsSia Garden Vice-President，Bob 
Yick, the impression that they 
qulit an Impression whlich he still 
holds. (E/W Dec: 13, Jan. 3). 

Both the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board (NLRB) and the State “ 


of California'"s Division of In- 莪 
dustrial Welfare (DIW) initiated 世 
investigations of the labor dispute 


and although their findings are 
aeither open to the public or com- 
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pjlete，thelir pressure has resulted 


in the rehiring of 1$ of the 21 
night Shift workers. 

On Monday，legal council for 
the workers，Allan C. Davis, the 
management of Asia Garden, and 
arepresentative of the NLRB met 
to discuss the Labor Board's pre- 


liminary findings. That Same 


night，Yick sent a telegram to 
Davis informing him that' the 
Workers would be rehired immedi- 
ately. Last night the 15 went back 
to work. 

Owner of a Chinese style res- 
taurant equipment firm that has 3 
Virtual .monopoly in its field，Bob 
Yick feels that the rehiring of the 
15$ workers should close the issue， 
He puts most of the blame for the 
problems om the former night 
manager，Calvin Ng，who Yick 
claims led the workers astray and 
whose management was “not UP 
to par.” 

“IT was forced to rehire the 
Workers. That's the way it is these 
days I guess . . ,We have one of 
the best salary scales and health 
benhefits of any restaurant in Chin- 
atown. TI still say it was they who 
quit in the first place . .. Well, this 
ends it as far as Tm concerned.” 

But the dispute is not ended as 
far as State and Federal Labor 
Boards are _ concerned. Both John 
Wade，official in charge of the 
NLRB investigation and Edward 
Tchakalian ofthe DIVW claim they 
cannot release details of their 
findings in the case，because the 
investigations are not yet coOm- 


plete. 
Wade said he had determined 


there was a violation involved and 
that a final determination had not 
been made. He relayed a message 
from the NLRB area director that 
no_ other details could be given 
until a full settlement was reached

Deaf arfist develops 
palm-painting style

He took the delicate，round 
sheet of rice paper and crumpled 
it，、He then opened it up and 
Placed it on the cloth. 

Next he rubbed his palm on 
some Japanese black paint. Skill- 
fully and vigorously he brushed 
his palm on the paper. This is for 
depth and dimension, he indicated. 

Just as skillfully he used Japa- 
nese and Chinese brushes to paint 
two little boats and two slender 
trees. He also began to shape the 
mountains and rocks. 

The artist is Daniel Wang，who 
developed a different way of 
painting，with his palm. 

The Shanghainese artist himself 
is different because he is deaf. 
Wang has been deaf since birth. 
His parents sent him to a school 
for the deaf in Shanghai. However， 
in his second year at the school， 
Wang had to leave for Hong 玉 ong. 

At 13，Wang began to study art 
under Shu Tung-Pai. At 15, be was 


a member of an artists”associa- 
tion. In 1954， he had his first art 
exhibition abroad ipP Phoenix， 
Ariz. 

Wang was a _ commercial designer 
for two years but was dissatisfied 
WwWith it. He began to take lessons 
from Henry Wo Yue-Yee at night 
after work. 

SELF-TAUGHT 

Despite a_ minimal education， 
Wang taught himself English，Chi- 
nese，and sign language. IThroughb 
Sign _ language，Wang can commu- 
nicate with his wife，who js. also 
deaf, and his two-year-old son. 

Wang said he developed his 
palm-Painting technique by acci- 
dent.， (Jane Wilks of 玉 RON-TV， 
who has a news program for th= 
deaf，was the interpreter for 
Wang.) He said he found it hard 
to paint dimension with brushes. 
He spent days thinking of a new 
and easier way，and just by acci- 
dent the thought of palm-painting
